On the 1st of March 1 834, in the Roscommon Record Court, a case came on for trial, beins an 
appeal against the certificate of Robert Ross Achuiuiy, esq. tithe commissioner of Kilgl’as parish 
in the county Roscommon, and diocese of Elphin, when the amount at issue, viz. 759/, 94. 21/ 
was, in open court, compromised at 650L sterling, half whereof to be paid to the Rev. Thomas 
Lloyd, as vicar of the parish, and the remaining half to the lay impropriators, thereby lowering the 
amount of the certiticate, logi, gs. 2d., which I hereby certify at Elphin, on the 4th of March 

1834-

The diocese of Elphin comprises 74 parishes, 72 whereof have compounded for the payment of 
both rectorial and vicarial tithes ; the remaining two, viz. Disert and Dunammon, have only entered 
into composition for the payment of the vicarial tithes, as w’ill moro fully appear by tlm annexed 
Return, which I hereby certify at Elphin Registry-office, April 5, 1834.

Disert and Dunammon parishes have not compounded for the payment of rectorial tithes, but 
have for vicarial tithes: all the other parishes in the diocese of Elphin have agreed to pay for both 
rectorial and vicarial tithes under the Composition Tithe Acts, consequeiitly'’two parishes have to 
compound for rectorial tithes, and none for the vicarial,
